With less than two weeks before school is 
scheduled to start, East Jordan Middle School 


students won't know until the end of the weck what 
building they will call home when the first bell rings 


on Sept. 2. 


When School Superintendent Chip Hansen gave 


a construction update to board members at Monday 
night’s regular school board meeting he said that he 
won't know for sure if the school will be ready for 
occupancy until Friday. 


“The school is 90 percent ready but the remain- 


ing 10 percent is very important. We need some 
dominos to fall into place,” Hansen said. 


The most critical of these factors is the electrical 
inspection. Hansen said that the district just this week 


received approval from the state to use a local 
electrical inspector rather than a state inspector. 


and then he canceled. Obviously we can’t wait 
another six weeks,” Hansen said. “We should have a 
much better picture of the situation by Friday.” 

Although Hansen reported that most of the 
classrooms are ready, the middle school teachers have 
been told to hold off with setting up their rooms, 
because if the new school is not ready on time, 
students will begin the school year at the old middle 
school. 

“Normally teachers would have liked to start 
setting up by Aug. I, so we are obviously behind. But 
there would be no point in having the teachers set up 
at either school until we know for sure where we're 
going to start the year,” Hansen said. 

Also presented at Monday’s meeting was an 
overview of the renovation work that will commence 
at the old middle schoo! once the new facility opens. 
The work will be the third phase of the $5.3 million 
bond issue passed in September of 1995 and will 
convert the current elementary/middle school

fish concerns 


The Jordan River fishery has 
improved but it needs to get better. 

That was the consensus of a six- 
member panel that answered ques- 

tions for the more than 50 local resi- 
dents who turned out last Thursday 
evening for the Friends of the Jordan 
panel discussion about restoring the 
Jordan River fishery, entitled “Re- 
storing the Dynamics.” 

The panel members were fish 
experts from the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources and the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

FOJ president, John Hummer 
said, “It is apparent that the fishery 
has improved. Many fisherman are 
reporting improved fishing over re- 
cent years, but it 1s still not to where 
it should be. The treatment coming 
up this summer will be a good bench- 
mark.” 

The treatment he was referring 
to, which was the topic of much of 
the evening's discusston, is the up- 
coming chemical lampricide treat- 
ment of the Jordan River. 

The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice is planning to treat the river this 
weekend with TFM., a chemical that 
kills larval sea lamprey. (See related 
article on this page.) Sea Lampreys 
are parasitic eel-like vertebrates that 
feed on the body fluids of fish, usu- 
ally killing them. A single lamprey

The USFWS is hoping that with 
recent improvements to the Jordan 
River lamprey weir, this will be the 
last lampricide treatment for the Jor- 
dan River. 

However, the lamprey weir itself 
iseven an issue of some concern. The 
weir is an electrical barrier used fram 
mid-March through mid-July to pre- 
vent the lampreys from migrating 
upstream and spawning. The weir 
sends an electric pulse into the water 
which repels the lampreys and pre- 
vents them from migrating upstream 
to more favorable spawning grounds. 
Unfortunately the electrical current 
has same repelling effect on migra- 
tory fish. 

“The result is gamefish like 
steelhead pile up behind the weir,” 
said FOJ vice-president John Rich- 
ter. 

“Obviously this is not the ideal 
situation. The weir is an improve- 
ment over the lampricide treatments, 
but we are continuing to look for 
other alternatives to controlling lam- 
preys.” 

One of the methods that the FOJ 
will look at is using fish ladders or 
bypasses to allow fish to migrate 
around physical barriers.

The topic of technology came up again later in 
the meeting as the board waived a second reading and 
passed an Acceptable Use Policy governing the use 
of district technology.

awarded to anyone achieving a grade point average of 
4.0 or higher. Under the new system, grade point 
averages would still be on a 4.0 scale, but for more 
challenging classes, like Advanced Placement 
classes, students would earn five points for an “A.” 

“The idea is not to penalize students who want to 
challenge themselves with the more advanced 
classes.” : 

The new policy would eliminate the Valedicto- 
rian/Salutatorian awards with the class of 2001. 

The board also voted to raise the rates for season 
sports passes. 

The cost of a family pass increased from $60 to 
$75. Adult passes went from $35 to $45; and student 
passes went from $20 to $25. Hansen pointed out that 
last sports pass price increase was in 1990. 

“We can’t say that this increase will last for 
another six years but it should remain the same for 
several years to come,” Hansen said.

is funding,” Richter said. 

The other major issue discussed 
at the conference was the impact the 
river's increased sand bedload is hav- 
ing on the fishery. Sand bedload is 
the sand that is either on the river 
bottom or suspended in the flowing 
river waters. An increase in sand 
bedload can be detrimental to a fish- 
ery in several ways. As sand fills the 
bottom of the river it covers the rocks, 
logs and other natural features that 
fish use for spawning and feeding. 
The sand also acts as an abrasive 
agent as it flows downstream strip- 


ing micro organisms from the sur- 
faces they might colonize. 

One way to counteract sand 
bedloading problems is the use of 
sand traps. A sand trap is a relatively 
deep hole that is dug into the river 
bottom that catches sand as it flows 
downstream. As water flows into the 
hole it slows down, and as a result 
drops much of its sediment load. 
Once the trap fills it 1s cleaned out. 

Another way to control the 
amount of sand in a stream is to keep 
it from getting in the water to begin 
with. This can be achieved through 


developing erosion prevention pro- 
grams along the river banks. 

The increased sand bedload is a 
result of natural erosion and the ef- 
fects of development within the wa- 
tershed. 

“Overall we were pleased with 
the results of the meeting. We felt the 
panel did a good job of answering the 
public’s questions,” Richter said. 

“We feel that this type of meet- 
ing format generates a lot of good in- 
formation and discussion and we will 
certainly hold more forums like this 
in the future.”

Biologists and technicians from 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service's 
Ludington Biological Station are 
scheduled to conduct sea lamprey 
control operations on the Jordan 
River from Aug. 19 to Aug. 27. 

Application of the lampricide 
TFM is scheduled to begin Aug. 22 
or 23 and will take about 3 days to 
complete. The dates, however, are 
tentative as Jampricide application is 
highly dependent on local weather 
and stream conditions. 

Sea Lamprey larvae hatch from 
eggs laid by adult lampreys in gravel 
nests, and drift into silty bottom ar- 
eas where they burrow and live for 
several years, In this life stage the 
lampreys can be killed with 
lampricide. Failure to climinate lar- 


vae in streams allows the lampreys ~ 


to transform into parasitic adults 
which then migrate into ‘the Great 
Lakes and kill fish. Tributarics must 
be treated every three to five years 
to eliminate the sea lamprey popula- 
tions. ; 

The lamprey larvac that live in 
the Great Lakes tributaries are vul- 
nerable to chemical control mea- 
sures, and the TFM application will 
kill the larval sea lampreys living in 
the river's bottom sediments. 

Although the USFWS says that 

* TFM.is not harmful to humans, birds, 


or animals when diluted in stream 
water to the concentrations needed to 
kill sea lampreys, the following pre- 
cauuions are advised: 


The public is asked to avoid un- 
necessary exposure; swimming in the 
stream is discouraged during treat- 
ment; Individuals using the streams 
as a source of drinking water are 
asked to find an alternate source of 
water during treatment; agricultural 
irrigation must also be suspended for 
24 hours during and following treat- 
ment because TFM may damage cer- 
tain crops; persons confining bait fish 
or other organisms in stream water 
also are asked to use an alternate 
water source because the lampricide 
may cause mortality among aquatic 
organisms stressed by crowding and 
handling: 


According to the USFWS, TFM 
is selectively toxic to sca lampreys, 
but a few fish and insect species are 
sensitive, and occasionally. die dur- 
ing treatment. Sensitive fish include 
stonecats, logperch, burbot and bull- 
heads. Fish stressed by disease, 
spawning, or poor water quality also 
may be susceptible to TFM.

Some zoning rules 
causing concern 
in Evangeline Twp 


TO THE EDITOR: 


There is a growing concern among Evangeline 
Township property owners over two provisions in the 
township zoning ordinance. The offending restrictions 
are: 

* A division of a parcel of land, 10 acres or more, 
requires the owner to dedicate 67 percent of the prop- 
erty toapen space. This simply means that Evangeline 
Township officials are effectively confiscating two- 
thirds of an owner's property. A land grab of this type 
was not uncommon in banana republic dictatorships or 
the communist states. It does not, however. seem ac- 
ceptable in a free country. 

* The second highly objectionable provision pro- 
hibits construction on any land which exceeds an 18 
percent grade. In a township comprised largely of hills 
and valleys, this severely limits home building. It to- 
tally precludes the utilization of walk-out basements - 
a type of construction which offers the most living area 
for the fewest dollars, thereby allowing practical, af- 
fordable housing for most families. 

Added to these heavy-handed dictates are the fol- 
lowing areas where homes are not to be located: 
ridgelines, prominent hillsides. open fields, and prime 
timberlands. 

When all of these restrictions are added together, 
it is clear that a run-away Evangeline Township gov- 
ernment has pretty much legislated away the ability to 
build in its jurisdictton. 

In an effort to defend these socialist tactics, town- 
ship officials point to a poll which showed that 
Evangeline’s residents desired pleasant surroundings. 
What the poll failed to ask was whether the respon- 
dents were willing to give up their property rights to 
achieve this supposedly idyllic environment! 

In recent months the Evangeline Township Plan- 
ning Commission and board meetings have been at- 
tended by large groups of residents urging the modera- 
tion of this left-wing, anti-citizen ordinance.

The city commission held a first 
reading of an ordinance Aug. 12 that 
would limit the use of dumpsters and 
waste containers within the City of 
Boyne City. 

The ordinance prohibits the 
placing of any dumpster or waste 
container on public property except 
on rubbish pick up day when waste, 
contained in proper receptacles may 
be placed at the street side.

The ordinance would also allow 
dumpsters to be used during con- 
struction or remodeling for which the 
city would issue a renewable 30-day 
permit.

As written, the 
ordinance limits the size to 100 gal-

Establishment of Compensation Commission 


CITY OF BOYNE CITY 
COUNTY OF CHARLEVOIX 
ORDINANCE No. A-78 


THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY ORDAINS: 

An Ordinance adding § 12.025, § 12.026, §12.027, §12,028, §12.029, 
§12.030, §12.031, and §12.032 to establish a Compensation Commis- 
sion, as authorized by MCL 117.5c. 

§ 12.025 Purpose 
The purpose of this Ordinance is to establish a Compensation Commis- 
sion in accordance with State statute, which Compensation Commis- 
sion shall have authority over the compensation paid to each elected 
official of the City, including the Mayor and City Commission Members. 

§12.026 Establishment; Composition; Terms; Vacancies; Con- 
flicts of Interest. 

A Compensation Commission is hereby established. The Compen- 
sation Commission shall consist of five members who are registered 
electors of the City, appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by 
a majority of the members elected and serving on the City Commission. 
The term of office shall be five years, except that of the members first 
appointed, one each shail be appointed for terms of one, two, three, 
four, and five years. All first members shall be appointed within thirty 
days after the effective date of this Ordinance. Thereafter, members 
shall be appointed before October 1 of the year of appointment. Vacan- 
cies shall be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term. No member 
or employee of the City Commission or administrative branch of any 
level of government or members of the immediate family of such mem- 
ber of employee shall be eligible to be a member of the Compensation 
Commission. 

§12.027 Recommendations by Commission Re Salaries of Mayor 
and City Commission: Expense Allowance. 

The Compensation Commission shall make recommendations re- 
garding the salaries of each elected official, including the Mayor and 
City Commission Members. Those recommendations shail be forwarded 
to the City Commission, which shall consider the same at a regularly 
scheduled City Commission meeting. In the event the City Commission 
accepts the recommendations by a majority vote, then the salaries fixed 
shall become effective thirty days following its filing with the City Clerk. 
The City Commission may reject the Compensation Commission's rec- 
ommendations, by resolution adopted by 2/3 of the members elected to 


and serving on the City Commission. Any expense allowance or reim- 
bursement paid to elected officials in addition to salary shall be for ex- 
penses incurred in the course of City business and accounted for to the 
City. 

§12.028 Meetings; Quorum; Organization; Compensation. 

The Compensation Commission shall meet for not more than fifteen 
session days every odd numbered year beginning in the year 1997, and 
shall make its determination within forty-five calendar days of its first 
meeting of the year. A majority of the members of the Compensation 
Commission constitutes a quorum for conducting business of the Com- 
pensation Commission. The Compensation Commission shall not take 
action or make determinations without a concurrence of a majority of the 
members appointed and serving on the Compensation Commission. The 
Compensation Commission shall elect a Chairperson from among its 
members. As used in this section, “session days” means any calendar 
days on which the Compensation Commission meets and a quorum is 
present. The members of the Compensation Commission shall receive 
no compensation, but shall be entitled to their actual and necessary ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties. 

§12.029 Open Meetings: Freedom of Information. 

The business which the Compensation Commission may perform shall 
be conducted at a public meeting of the Commission held in compliance 
with Act No. 267 of the Public Acts of 1976, as amended. Public notice of 
the time, date and place of the meeting of the Compensation Commis- 
sion shall be given in the manner required by the Open Meetings Act. A 
writing prepared, owned, used, in the possession of, or retained by the 
Compensation Commission in the performance of an official function 
shall be made available to the public in compliance with Act No. 442 of 
the Public Acts of 1976, as amended. 

§12.030 Implementation; Changes in Procedure For Establish- 
ing Compensation. 

The City Commission shall implement this Ordinance by resolution. 
After one year following the date this Ordinance goes into effect, the 
procedure for establishing the compensation of elected officials may be 
changed by Charter amendment or revisions. 

§12.031 Referendum In Ordinance. 

Not more than sixty days after the effective date of this Ordinance, a 
petition for referendum on the Ordinance may be filed pursuant to the 
procedure provided in the City’s Charter, or otherwise by filing a petition 
with the City Clerk containing the signatures of at least five percent (5%) 
of the registered voters of the City of Boyne City on the effective date of 
the Ordinance. The election shall be conducted in the same manner as 
an election on a Charter amendment. If a petition for referendum is filed, 
a determination of the Compensation Commission shall not be effective 
until the Ordinance has been approved by the electors. 

§12.032 Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become effective fifteen (15) days after the date 
of its enactment

Ordinance No. 6 of 1997 


AN ORDINANCE TO REG 

THE DIVISION OF EXISTING PAR: 
CELS OF LAND PURSUANT TO 
ACT 591 OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 
1996, AS AMENDED, AND ACT 246 
OF THE PUBLIC ACTS OF 1945, AS 
AMENDED, TO PRESCRIBE PRO. 
CEDURES THEREFOR, ‘AND TO 
PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR VIOLA- 
TIONS OF THE ORDINANCE. 


THE TOWNSHIP OF WILSON 
ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Title. 

This Ordinance shall be known as 
the Wilson Township Parcel Division 
Ordinance. 


Section 2. Purpose. 

The purpose of this Ordinance is 
to carry out the provisions of the Land 
Division Act (Act 288 of the Public 
Acts of 1967, as amended, formerly 
known as the Subdivision Control 
Act), to prevent the creation of lots 
and parcels that do not comply with 
applicable Wilson Township ordi- 
nances, to minimize potential bound- 
ary disputes, to maintain the orderly 
development of the township, and to 
otherwise protect the public health, 
safety and general welfare of the resi- 
dents and the present and future 
property owners of Wilson Township. 
This shall be accomplished by regu- 
lating the division of existing lots and 
parcels and the property transter be- 
tween two (2) or more adjacent lots 
or parcels. It is further the purpose of 
this Ordinance to prescribe the pro- 
cedures for the submission and re- 
view of proposed lot and parcel divi- 
sions and property transfers, to au- 
thorize fees forth review of applica- 
tions submitted under this Ordinance, 
and to provide penalties for violations 
of this Ordinance. 


Section 3. Definitions. 

As used in this Ordinance, 

{a). "Accessible" in reference to a 
lot or parcel means that the lot or 
parcel meets one (1) or both of the 
following requirements: 

(1). Has an area where a 
driveway provides vehicular access 
to an existing road or street and 
meets all applicable location stan- 
dards of the state transportation de- 
partment or county road commission 
under Act 200 of the Public Acts of 
1969, as amended, or has an area 
where a driveway can provide vehicu- 
lar access to an existing road or street 


and can meet all such applicable lo- - 


cation standards. 

(2). ls served by an existing 
easement that provides vehicular 
access to an existing road or street 
and meets all applicable location 
standards of the state transportation 
department or county road commis- 
sion under Act 200 of the Public Acts 
of 1969, as amended, or can be 
served by a proposed easement that 
will provide vehicular access to an 
existing road or street and that will 
meet all such applicable location 
standards. 

(b). “Applicant” means an owner 
of a lot or parcel of land, or his or her 
designee. 

(c). "Convey” or “Conveyance” 
means a transfer of an ownership in- 
terest in real property. 

(d). "Development site” means any 
lot, parcel, or tract of land on which 
exists or which is intended for build- 
ing development other than the fol- 
lowing: 

(1). Agricultural use involv- 
ing the production of plants and ani- 
mals useful to humans, including for- 
ages and sod crops; grains, feed 
crops, and field crops; dairy and dairy 
products; poultry and poultry prod- 
ucts; livestock, including breeding 
and grazing of cattle, swine and simi- 
lar animals; berries; herbs; flowers; 
seeds; grasses; nursery stock; fruits; 
vegetables; Christmas trees; and 
other similar uses and activities. 

(2). Forestry use involving 
the planting, management, or har- 
vesting of timber. 


(e). “Divide” or “Division” means 
the partitioning or dividing of a lot, 
parcel or tract of land by the owner 
for the purpose of sale or convey- 
ance. lease for more than one (1) 
year, the creation of a development 
site, or the creation of separate lots, 
parcels or tracts of land on the tax 
roll] that results in one (1) or more lots 
or parcels of less than forty (40) acres 
or the equivalent. 

(f). "Exempt split" means the par- 
titioning or dividing of a lot, parcel or 
tract of land by the owner for the pur- 
pose of sale or conveyance, lease for 
more than one (1) year, the creation 
of a development site, or the creation 


" of separate lots, parcels or tracts of 


land on the tax roll that does not re- 


- gultin one (1) or more lots or parcels 


of less than forty (40) acres or the 
equivalent. 

(g). "Forty (40) acres or the equiva- 
lent” means forty (40) acres, a quar- 
ter-quarter section containing not less 
than thirty (30).acres, or a govern- 
ment lot containing not less than thirty 
(30) acres. pt ; 

(h).’Land” means all land areas 
occupied by real property, except the 
submerged bottom. lands. of inland 
lakes, rivers, and streams. 


()."Lot”. means a measured por-_ 


tion of a parcel or tract of land, which 
is described and fixed in a recorded 
plat. A lot's lagat description Is re-

(j)."Metes and bounds” means a 
description of land by boundary lines 
with their terminal points and angles. 

(k)."Owner’ means a person hold- 
ing any legal, equitable, option or con- 
tract interest in a lot or parcel of land. 

(l)."Parcel” means a continuous 
area or acreage of land of any size, 
shape or nature, which is described 
by metes and bounds. 

(m).”Parent parce!” means first a 
tract of land lawfully in existence on 
March 31, 1997, if one exists in con- 
nection with a proposed division, or, 
\f one does not exist, a parcel law- 
fully in existence on March 31,1997. 

(n)."Petson” means an individual, 
firm, corporation, association, part- 
nership, estate, trust, limited liability 
company, or other legal entity. 

{o).”Plat” or “Recorded plat” 
means a map or chart of a subdivi- 
sion of land created pursuant to the 
Land Division Ad of 1967, being Act 
288 of the Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended, or predecessor statutes to 
this act. 

(p)."Property transfer’ means a 
transter of property between two (2) 
or more adjacent lots or parcels, if the 
property taken from one (1) lot or 
parcel is added to an adjacent lot or 
parcel and if all resulting lots or par- 
cels conform to the requirements of 
the Land Division Act, being Act 288 
of the Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended, the Wilson Township Zon- 
ing Ordinance, as amended, and this 
Ordinance. If the property transferred 
does not independently conform to 
the requirements of the Land Division 
Act, being Act 288 of the Public Ads 
of 1967, as amended, the Wilson 
Township Zoning Ordinance, as 
amended, and this Ordinance, then 
it shall not be considered a develop- 
ment site, but may only be used in 
conjunction with the lot or parcel to 
which it was transferred. 

(q)."Township Assessor" means 
the person responsible for assessing 
property within the Wilson Township 
and whose responsibilities are further 
described in this Ordinance. 

(r).”Tract of land” means two (2) 
or more parcels that share a common 
property line and are under the same 
ownership. 

(s).”"Zoning Administrator’ means 
the Wilson Township Zoning Admin- 
istrator. 

(t)."Zoning Board of Appeals” 
means the Wilson Township Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


Section 4. Approval of Land Divi- 
sions or Property Transfers Re- 
quired; Establishment of Exempt 
Splits. 

(a). The owner of a lot, parcel, or 
tract of land shall not divide or effect 
a property transfer involving, or cause 
any person to divide or effect a prop- 
erty transfer involving, that lot, par- 
cel, or tract of land except as provided 
In this Ordinance, unless the division 
or property transfer is approved as 
part of a subdivision plat at the time 
of plat approval under the land Divi- 
sion Act of 1967, being Act 288 of the 
Public Acts of 1967, as amended, the 
division or property transfer is part of 
a condominium project developed 
under the Condominium Act, being 
Act 59 of the Public Acts of 1978, as 
amended, or the division or property 
transfer is done pursuant to an order 
of a court of competent jurisdiction. 

(b). The owner of a lot, parcel, or 
tract of land claiming an exempt split 
as defined in Section 3(f) of this Or- 
dinance shall submit to the Township 
Assessor either a survey map of the 
land claimed to be an exempt split 
prepared pursuant to the survey map 
requirements of Act 132 of the Public 
Acts ot 1970, as amended, cettified 
by a land surveyor licensed by the 
State of Michigan, or other clear evi- 
dence documenting that the pro- 
posed exempt split of a parcel or tract 
of land will not result in one (1) or 
more parcels of tess than forty (40) 
acres or the equivalent. In addition, 
the owner of a lot, parcel, or tract of 
land claiming an exempt split shall 
submit to the Township Assessor a 
permit or other documentation from 
the state transportation department 
orthe Charlevoix County Road Com- 
mission documenting that each new 
lot, parcel, or tract of land resulting 
from the proposed exempt split has 
or can have a driveway or easement 
that provides vehicular access to an 
existing road or street and meets all 
applicable location standards of the 
state transportation department or the 
Charlevoix County Road Commission 
under Act 200 of the Public Acts of 
1969, as amended. If the Township 
Assessor finds that the proposed di- 
vision is an exempt split and that each 
new lot, parcel, or tract of land that 
will result from the division is acces- 
sible, then no further action under this 
Ordinance shall be required. If the 
Township Assessor finds that the pro- 
posed division is either not an exempt 
split or that each new lot, parcel, or 
tract of land that will result from the 
division is not accessible, then he or 
she shall give the owner written rea- 


‘sons for his or her decision, in that 


event the owner shall be required to 
proceed under Section 5 of this Ordi- 
nance to obtain approval of the pro- 
posed division, {f the owner dis- 
agrees with the Township Assessor's 
decision, the owner can submit re- 
vised information.to the Township 
Assessor or appeal the Township 
Assessor's decision to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals pursuant to Section 
8 of this Ordinance. 


Section 5. Procedure for Division 


PUBLIC NOTICES 


or Property Transfer. 

The following procedure shall be 
followed to divide a lot, parcel or tract 
of Jand or to effect a property trans- 
fer: 

(a). The Applicant shall submit an 


_ application to the Township Assessor 


on a form supplied by the township 
for that purpose. The application shail 
include, but not be limited to the fol- 
lowing: 

(1). Proof of ownership of 
the lot, parcel, or tract of land to be 
divided, or of the lots or parcels in- 
volved in a property transfer. 

(2). The names and ad- 
dresses of all persons having an in- 
terest in the ot, parcel, or tract of land 
to be divided, or of the lats or parcels 
involved in a property transfer and a 
statement of the type of interest each 
holds. 

(3). A map showing the lo- 
cation of the parent parcel within the 
township. 

(4). Asurvey map of the land 
proposed to be divided or the land in- 
volved in the property transfer pre- 
pared pursuant to the survey map 
sequirements of Act 132 of the Public 
Acts of 1970, as amended, certified 
by a land surveyor licensed by the 
State of Michigan and depicting the 
dimensions of the lot, parcel, or tract 
of jand to be divided, or the lots or 
parcels involved in a property trans- 
fer, the dimensions of the lots, par- 
cels, or tracts of land that will result 
from the division or property transfer, 
the location of all current easements 
on the lot, parcel, or tract of land to 
be divided, or on the lots or parcels 
involved in a property transfer, and 
the location of all proposed ease- 
ments on the lots, parcels or tracts of 
land that will result from the division 
or property transfer. The easements 
required by this subsection shall in- 
clude both utility easements and in- 
gress/egress easements. The survey 
shall also depict all buildings and 
structures on the lot, parcel, or tract 
of land to be divided, or on the lots or 
parcels involved in a property trans- 
fer and the distances between these 
buildings and structures and the origi- 
nal property lines of the lot, parcel, or 
tract of land to be divided, or the lots 
or parcels involved in a property 
transfer and shall depict the distances 
between these buildings and struc- 
tures and the property lines of the lots, 
parcels, or tracts of land that will re- 
sult from the division or property 
transfer. 

(5), Legal descriptions, cer- 
tified by a registered land surveyor li- 
censed by the State of Michigan, of 
the lots, parcels, or tracts of land that 
will result from the division or prop- 
erty transfer. 

(6). A duly executed instru- 
ment of conveyance (deed, land con- 
tract, lease, etc.) suitable in torm for 
recording at the Charlevoix County 
Register of Deeds Office which the 
Applicant intends to use to document 
the lots, parcels, or tracts of land that 
will result from the division or prop- 
erty transfer. If the grantor intends to 
convey the right to future divisions of 
the parcel being conveyed, the deed 
or land contract shall contain the fol- 
lowing statement as required by the 
Land Division Act, as amended: “The 
grantor grants to the grantee the right 
to make (insert number) division(s) 
under section 108 of the Land Divi- 
sion Act, Act No. 288 of the public Acts 
of 1967,” Finally, for all deeds and 
land contracts of unplatted land shall 
contain the following statement as 
required by the Land Division Act as 
amended: “This property may be lo- 
cated within the vicinity of farmland 
or a farm operation. Generally ac- 
cepted agricultural and management 
practices which may generate noise, 
dust, odors, and other associated 
conditions may be used and are pro- 
tected by the Michigan flight to Farm 
Act." 

(7). If the lot, parcel, or tract 
of jand that will result from the divi- 
sion or property transfer will be a de- 
velopment site, then the Applicant 


shall submit evidence establishing 
adequate easements for public utili- 
ties from each such resulting lot, par- 
cel, or tract of land to existing public 
utility facilities. in addition, the Appli- 
cant shall submit a permit or other 
documentation from the state trans- 
portation department or the 
Charlevoix County Road Commission 
that each such resulting lot, parcel, 
or tract of land has or can have a 
driveway or easement that provides 
vehicular access to an existing road 
and street and meets all applicable 
location standards of the state trans- 
portation department or the 
Charlevoix County Road Commission 
under Act 200 of the Public Acts of 
1969, as amended. 

(8). A brief statement as to 
the purpose of the proposed division 
or property transfér and whether the 
lots, parcels or tracts of land that will 
result from the division or property 
transfer will be used for residential 
(single family, multi family, etc.), com- 
mercial, or manufacturing purposes. 

(9). The history. of the prior 
divisions of the parent parce) from 
which the Applicant's parcel or tract 
of land came and proof that the Ap- 
plicant holds the right to divide the 
parcel or tract of land proposed for 
division. . - : 

(10). A certification from the 
Township Treasurer that no delin- 
quent real property taxes or special 
assessment payments exist for the 
lot, parcel, or tract.of land to be di- 
vided, or the lots or parcels involved 
ina property transfer, and that no 


municipal fiens exist on the fot, par- 
cel, or tract of land to be divided, or 
the lots or parcels involved in a prop- 
erty transfer, that are currently due 
and payable. 

(11). Such other documen- 
tation that the Township Assessor 
may require relating to the applica- 
tion. 

(b). The application shail be ac- 
companied by an application fee as 
established and set forth in a town- 
ship fee schedule. This fee schedule 
shall also establish “after the fact” 
fees that must be paid when an oth- 
erwise lawful division or property 
transfer occurs but without first com- 
plying with the procedural require- 
ments of this Ordinance. This “after 
the fact" fee is not intended to be a 
penalty, but shali consist of the nor- 
mal application fee plus an amount 
equal to the legal and administrative 
costs incurred by the township as the 
result of the Applicant's failure to ini- 
tially comply with the requirements of 
this Ordinance. 

(c). Within fourteen (14) days af- 
ter receiving the complete application 
and the appropriate fee, the Township 
Assessor shalt either tentatively ap- 
prove or disapprove the application. 
\f the Applicant fails to provide all the 
information required by this Ordi- 
nance, then the application shall be 
deemed incomplete and may be de- 
nied on that basis. The Township 
Assessor's decision to tentatively 
approve or disapprove an application 
shall be made pursuant to the stan- 
dards contained in Section 6 of this 
Ordinance. If the Township Assessor 
disapproves an application, written 
reasons for the disapproval shall be 
given to the Applicant. The Applicant 
shail then have the option of submit- 
ting a revised application to the Town- 
ship Assessor or appealing the Town- 
ship Assessor's decision to the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals pursuant to 
Section 8 of this Ordinance. 

(d). After receiving the information 
required in subsection 5(a) above, the 
Township Assessor shall refer the 
application to the Zoning Administra- 
tor for consideration. Within fourteén 
(14) days after receiving the applica- 
tion and the appropriate fee, the Zon- 
ing Administrator shall either approve 
or disapprove the application. If the 
Applicant fails to provide all the infor- 
mation required by this Ordinance, 
then the application shall be deemed 
incomplete and may be denied on 
that basis. The Zoning Administrator's 
decision to approve or disapprove an 
application shall be made pursuant 
to the standards contained in Section 
6 of this Ordinance. If the Zoning Ad- 


ministrator disapproves an applica- . 


tion, written reasons for the disap- 
proval shall be given to the Applicant. 
The Applicant shail then have the 
option of submitting a revised appli- 
cation to the Zoning Administrator or 
appealing the Zoning Administrator's 
decision to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals pursuant to Section 8 of this 
Ordinance. 

(e). If the Zoning Administrator 
grants final approval of an application, 
then the Township Clerk shail senda 
letter indicating such approval to the 
Charlevoix County Register of Deeds. 
Copies of that letter shall be sent to 
the Township Assessor and the Wil- 
son Township Zoning Administrator. 

(f). Because zoning requirements 
may change over time, any approval 
of an application for a division or prop- 
erty transfer by the Zoning Adminis- 
trator under section 5(d) above shall 
expire and a new approval required 
after ninety (90) days from the date 
of the approval, unless the Applicant 
records in the Charlevoix County 
Register of Deeds Office an 
instrument(s) of conveyance docu- 
menting the division or property trans- 
fer and files a copy of that recorded 
instrument(s) with the Township As- 
sessor and the Zoning Administrator. 


Section 6. Standards for Approval 
of Divisions or Property Transfer 

An application to divide a lot, par- 
cel, or tract of land, or to effect a prop- 
erty transfer shall be granted when 
all of the following standards are met: 

(a). The proposed division or prop- 
erty transfer shall comply with all re- 
quirements of the Land Division Act 
of 1967, being Act 288 of the Public 
Acts of 1967, as amended. 

(6). The lots, parcels, or tracts af 
land that will result from the division 
or property transfer shall comply with 
all requirements of the Wilson Town- 
ship Zoning Ordinance, as amended, 
including but not limited to the require- 
ments relating to area and width for 
the newly created lots, parcels, or 
tracts of land, the requirements relat- 
ing to ake and/or road frontages, and 
the requirements relating to setbacks 
if the newly created lots, parcels, or 
tracts of land have buildings or struc- 
tures on them. The addition of tand 
to an already lawful nonconforming 
lot or parcel is. permitted without a 
zoning variance, provided that the lot 
or parcel from which the landis taken 
will not become a nonconforming lot 
or parcel or, if already nonconform- 
ing, will not become more. noncon- 
forming, 

(c). Each lot, parcel, or tract of land 
that wilt result from the division or 
Property transfer shall have an. ad- 
equate and accurate legal description 
certified by a land survey or licensed 


. by the State of Michigan, shall be 


serviced by a public utility easement, 


and shall be. accessible, 


'{d). Each new tot, parcel, or tract 
of land that will result from the divi- 
sion, including those lots; parcels;.and 
tracts of land greater than-ten (10)

acres, shall have a depth of not more 
than four (4) times its width as mea- 
sured under the requirements of the 
Wilson Township Zoning Ordinance. 
This standard shall not apply to a 
property transfer. 

(e). If a lot, parcel, or tract of land 
that will result from the division or 
property transfer will be a develop- 
ment site, then each such resulting 
lot, parcel, or tract of land shail have 
adequate easements for public facili- 
ties from each such resulting lot, par- 
cel, or tract of land to existing public 
utility facilities. 

{t). If the land proposed to be trans- 
ferred between two (2) or more adja- 
cent lots or parcels does not indepen- 
dently conform to the requirements 
of the Land Division Act, being Act 
288 of the Public Acts of 1967, as 
amended, the Wilson Township Zon- 
ing Ordinance, as amended, and this 
Ordinance, then the land proposed to 
be transferred shall not thereafter be 
independently considered a develop- 
ment site, but may only be used in 
conjunction with an adjoining lot(s), 
parcel(s), or tract(s) of land. 

(g). Each lot, parcel, or tract of land 
that will result from the division or 
property transfer shall be accessible. 

(h). The owner of the parcel or tract 
of land shall possess the right to di- 
vide the parcel or tract of land. This 
standard shall not apply to a property 
transfer. 

(i). The property lines of the lots, 
parcels, or tracts of land that will re- 
sult from the division or property 
transfer shall be consistent and in 
harmony with the property lines of the 
lot, parcel, or tract of land to be di- 
vided, or the Jots or parcels involved 
in a property transfer, and/or the prop- 
erty lines of adjacent lots, parcels, or 
tracts of land. 

(j). The lot, parcel, or tract of land 
to be divided, or the lots or parcels 
involved in a property transfer, shall 
have no delinquent real property 
taxes or delinquent special assess- 
ment payments levied against it or 
against them. In addition, the lot, par- 
cel, or tract of land to be divided, or 
the lots or parcels involved in a prop- 
erty transfer, shall have no municipal 
liens filed against it or against them 
that are due and payable. 


Section 7. Land Configuration Vari- 
ances. 

(a). If a lot, parcel, or tract of land 
that will result from a division or prop- 
erty transfer does not meet the re- 
quirements of the Wilson Township 
Zoning Ordinance as specified in 
Section 6(b) of this Ordinance, then 
the Applicant may seek a variance 
from those zoning requirements from 
the Zoning Board of Appeals pursu- 
ant to the procedures of the Wilson 
Township Zoning Ordinance. 

(b). If alot, parcel, or tract of land 
that will result from a division does 
not meet the depth to width require- 
ments of Section 6(d) of this Ordi- 
nance, then the Applicant may seek 
a variance from those requirements 
from the Zoning Board of Appeals 
pursuant to the procedures of this 
section. 

(c). The Zoning Board of Anpeals 
may grant a variance under this Or- 
dinance from the depth to width re- 
quirement of Section 6(d) of this Or- 
dinance, if all of the following exist; 

(1). Exceptional or extraor- 
dinary circumstances or conditions 
exist on the parent parcel, including 
exceptional topographic or physical 
conditions, that do not generally ap- 
ply to other lots, parcels, or tracts of 
land in the township. ‘ 

(2). The exceptional or ex- 
traordinary circumstances or condi- 
tions existing on the parent parcel are 
not the result of any ad or omission 
by the Applicant or his or her prede- 
cessors in title. 

(3). The granting of the vari- 
ance shall not be injurious or other- 
wise detrimental to adjoining lots, 
parcels, or tracts of land or to the 
general health, safety, and general 
welfare of the township. 

(4). The resulting lots, par- 
cels, or tracts of land. with the vari- 
ance granted shall be compatible with 
surrounding lots, parcels, or tracts of 
land. ; 

(5). The variance granted 
shail be the minimum variance that 
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will make possible the reasonable use 
of the parent parcel. 


(d).The Zoning Board of Appeals 
shall follow the procedures of the 
Wilson Township Zoning Ordinance 
relating to variances when deciding 
whether to grant a variance under this 
section. 

_(e). In granting any variance un- 
der this Ordinance, the Zoning Board 
of Appeals may prescribe appropri- 
ate conditions and safeguards in or- 
der to ensure that the lot, parcel, or 
tract of land that will result from the 
division or property transfer compties 
with the variance granted under this 
Ordinance. Violations of such condi- 
tions and safeguards shali be 
deemed a violation of this Ordinance, 
punishable under section 9 of this Or- 
dinance. 


Section 8. Appeais to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

Any person aggrieved by a deci- 
sion of the Township Assessor or the 
Zoning Administrator may appeal that 
decision to the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals following the procedures of the 
Wilson Township Zoning Ordinance, 
as amended, for appeals to the Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals. Any such ap- 
peal shall be filed within thirty (30) 
days from the date of the decision 
from which the appeal is taken. Dur- 
ing the appeal, the Zoning Board of 
Appeals shali conduct a de novo 
hearing of the matter and to that end 
shall have all the powers of the Town- 
ship Assessor or the Zoning Admin- 
istrator. In rendering its decision, the 
Zoning Board of Appeals shall receive 
and consider evidence and data rel- 
evant to the case and shall issue its 
decision in writing within thirty (30) 
days after receiving all evidence and 
data in the case. The decision of the 
Zoning Board of Appeals shall then 


be sent promptly to the person who | 
filed the appeal and to the Township - 
Assessor and the Zoning Administra- . 


tor. 


Section 9. Violations and Penalties. 


Any person who shall violate any ~ 


provision of this Ordinance shall be 
responsible for a municipal civil infrac- 
tion as defined in Public Act 12 of 
1994, amending Public Act 236 of 
1961, being Sections 600.101- 
600.9939 of Michigan Compiled 
Laws, and shall be subject to a fine 
of not more than One Hundred and 
00/100 ($100.00) Dollars. Each day 
this Ordinance is violated shall be 
considered as a separate violation. 
Any action taken under this Section 
shall not prevent civil proceedings for 
abatement or termination of the pro- 
hibited activity. 


Section 10. Enforcement Officer. 


The Zoning Administrator is ~ 


hereby designated as the authorized 
township official to issue municipal 
civil infraction citations directing al- 
leged violators of this Ordinance to 
appear in court. 


Section 11. Nuisance Per Se 
A violation of this Ordinance is 


hereby declaredtobe anuisance per ° 
se and is declared to be offensive to ; 


the public health, safety and welfare. 


Section 12. Separate Court Action. 

In addition to enforcing this Ordi- 
nance through the use of a municipal 
civil infraction proceeding, the Town- 
ship may initiate proceedings in the 
Circuit Court to abate or eliminate the 
nuisance per se or any other viola- 
tion of this Ordinance. 


Section 13. Validity. 

If any section, provision or clause 
of this Ordinance or the application 
thereof to any person or circum- 
stances is held invalid, such invalid- 
ity shall not effect any remaining por- 
tions or application of this Ordinance, 
which can be given effect without the 
invalid portion or application. 


Section 14. Effective Date. 

This Ordinance shall become ef- 
fective thirty (30) days after Its first 
publication.

quired for a safe and effective stream 
treatment. For several days before 
treatment Service personnel collect 
data on stream water chemistry and 
discharge. In addition, they conduct 
on-site toxicity tests with TFM, and 
stream flow studies with harmless 
dyes. 

During treatment, lampricide is 
carefully metered into the main- 
stream and selected tributaries. 
Stream flow then carries the TFM 
downstream through areas infested 
with sea lampreys. The stream wa- 
ter is continually analyzed at prede- 
termined sites to assure that proper 
concentrations of TFM are main- 
tained. 

Sea lampreys entered Lake 
Ontario in the early 1800s, and 
moved into Lake Erie through the 
Welland Canal around 1921. Within 
a few decades lampreys spread 
throughout the Upper Great Lakes, 
and nearly eliminated the remnants 
of overfished lake trout.stocks. 

The Great Lakes Fishery Com- 
mission began chemical control of 
sea lampreys in U.S. and Canadian 
tributaries of Lake Superior in 1958. 
Since that ume the highly successful 
program has grown to include all the 
Great Lakes. This program is con- 
tracted by the Commission to the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and 
Department of Fisheries and Oceans, 
Canada.

To 
date, an 18% reduction has been 
achieved as a result of the develop- 
ment of more efficient application 
techniques.
